Passes Navy Bill By Vote of 166 to 


138-Rejects Amendment to Elevate

"Washington, May 
29—The House 


Inst night passed a bill designed to 
brins the American navy up to the 
5-5-3 ratio fixed by the Washington 
Arms conference. The vote was 160 
to 13S. 


As sent to the Senate, the measure 


would authorize construction of eight 
scout cruisers; six river gunboats and 
extensive improvements to six battle- 
ships at a total estimated cost of $111,- 
000,000. 


By a vote of 74 to G4. the House re- 


jected an amendment authorizing a 
?6.500,QOO appropriation to 
elevate 


guns on 13-battleships. 


Leading off debate on gun elevation. 


Representative 
Britten 
said_ this 


amount had been ordered previously, 
but the work was not carried out be- 
cause the committee wa.-i informed it 
would violate the treaty. It was now-
